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The Speech of Hon. Schuyler Colfax.
Tugns is probably no civilian in whom the
peaple have greater confidence than Mr.
Speaker Colfax. He possesses that peonliar
pombination of epposite qualities which we
desire to find in & public; man, and which,
whenaver found, will always inspire popular
trust.  He is radical without being violent.
e is thoroughly correct in his principles, yet
at the same time has n respect for those who
honestly differ with him. He has a proper
regard for the office of President, and while
despising the course of the ocoupant, never
lets himself exhibit disrespect to the office.
In fact, he is radical and practical, holding
gteadfastly to principles, yet not rejecting that
»olicy which iz eszentinl to a party triumph.
We consider him ag good an exponent of the
intentions of the Republican party a8 any
man in its ranks; and his speach in 1865, before
the assembling of Congress, showed him fally
conversant with the intentions and feelings of
our great organization.

Looking on him, then, In this light, we have
derived peculiar pleasure from reading his
speech delivered on Saturday night in reply to
a serensde. It is a needed exposition of the
poliey of the party, and is so firm, temperate,
and gentlemanly that it cannot fail to do good.
His; brief and cogent résumd of the inconsis-
tenoy of the polioy of the President is ag full
and as clear as though folios were taken to
explain his meaning; while his statements of
the advantages of the course pursued by Con-
gresa will be responded to by all whose zeal
does not blind their discretion. It is, indeed,
true that ‘“‘some condemn Congress
for having done too much in its past legisla-
tion, and some for having done too little. But
I think it has struck the golden mean—firm,
and yet prudent; courageous, without undue
exaotment; inflexible, and yet wise. The Pre-
gident, in hisz last veto, denounces this mili-
tary despotism, as he calls it, and declares
that Congress has snbjected the South to a
tyranny most intolerable. Instead of tyranny,
the key-note of the Congressional policy is pro-
tection to all, aud the vindioation and trinmph
of loyalty, and, God helping us, we will stand
by it until it is crowned with triumph.”

We heartily concar with Mr, Colfax, that
the true policy of the Republican party is to
avold further extremes. By keeping to the
middle way, we educated the people up to that
standpoint which canunot be attained at one
step, but must be reached by gradual ascent.
The policy of Mr. Sumner, in sesking to throw
universal suffrage on the States, is suicidal,
and would end in the downfall of that party
whose continuance in power is now essential to
the preservation of the recently acquired rights
of our colored population.

We hope, also, that the lesson taught by
Mr, Colfax will be followed by our orators in
the campaign soom to be opened. He but
echoed the sentiments of the gentlemen of
America when he said that “I will use no
words of disrespect towards the President, for
although differing with him in policy as wide
aa the poles, I respect the office which he fills,
and prefer argument to inveotive.”

It i argument and not abuse which is
nesded, and when we hold in our hands all
the arguments necessary to carry conviction,
why should we throw them aside and engage
in a species of warfare in which there is every
probability our opponents are much batter
versod than ourselves ¥ We can trust to the
sound discretion of the Speaker of the House.
He is an old politician, and we recommend hig
advice to all who feel that bitter abuse is more
appropriate than dispassionate debate.

In a very few words the Speaker showed
that all the assertions of the President against

what he deemed the *‘ tyranny of Congress"
were baseless. He proved that all that Con-
greas had done had besn previously executed
by the President by proclamation, the only
difference being that one was the work of the
legal legislature, the other the arrogant
assumptions of a distinot departioent of Gov-
emment. He well sumz up the
CASeH:—
subiBtasto th toa nillitery phwery VoI aments
President. Hus Congress provided for the sal]-
ing of Siatle conveutions? So did the Progi-
dent. Has Congress auihorized thelr ratifloa-

tlon* So did the Presldeot. Bul be ordersd
gonventions by hls execatlve fiul, and rEog-
nized thelr constitutions wilthout thelr veing
submitted to the people. Coungress required
the people—ihe reglstered voters—io call ihe
econvontiou themeelves, nnd them to ﬂli'lll'uv_e or
rajeot thelr Work by a popular vole, Has Con-
ross required the ratification of a Constiin-
am.,l amendment ? Ho did the Presldent, Hag
neress establisped w test oath 7. 80 did the
ent, Oar orime is, [ supposa, thut we
provided thut those wlom the nation had

made free should have the freaman’s ballot for
thelr protection, while the President did not.”

“The parallel is perfeot, with the exception of
{he extension of sullrage to the loyal people,
Yot the man who has furnished a precedent
for each of the acts of Congress now threatens
to disobey the laws because the qualifications
presoribed are not the same us he held, n his
wisdom, to be necessdry.

By the records of the past Mr. Colfax pre-
diots 8 glorious trimmph in the future. He
paints to us in glowing colors the assured vic-
tary of 1868, He quotes the last foar slections
to show that we have a right to expeot suc-
coss. He quotes our victory under the ad-
veree clroumstances of 1862, He shows how,
jn 1864, under the ory of the failure of the
war, wo onos more sucoseded. He refers Lo
tho trimwph over Johuson and bis patrousge

last autumn, and deolares that all *‘this will be
eolipsed by the coming victory of 1868, when
we shall place in the offices of the Government
those who will be faithful to lberty, Justice,
and loyalty. We ask no more and will accept
no leas, and this vietery will be swalled by the
votes of the reconstruoted South."

Choered, then, with the lessons of the past,
and possessed of principle and patriotism,
let us accept the prophecy of Mr. Collax as a
bright augury for the futurs, and lend the
prestige of our State next October Lo prove the
destiny of the politioal battle of 1868,

Presidentinl Astonishment!
Tue conservative papers this moraing pub
lish, evidently by suthority, the following
special despatoh from the Capital:-

"Presldent Johnson Is agtonlsbed ot the lu-
lerpretation glven by some persons, Uongress.
men aod otbers, to the lsngosge of the Vol -
Message of Fridoay last. Whatoever may b the
consiruotion placed upon the Message by
others, It wis no part of Lhe President's purpose
to Indieate that he wonld not executs the He-
copsiruction acts fairly. He regards it as his
constitutional obligation to falthinlly execute
laws pnssed by Congress, leaving It to judicial
Lribnpals to determine whether the aols of the
National Legisiature be within the Uonstilu-
ton or not, Under the resent, nets of Conersss
the only executive prerogntive that réemains
for him I8 to see that the laws are faltofully
exeonted.”

—It may be, as the despatoh says, that the
President is astounded at the interpretation of
his Message, but we rather think that his
astonishment is at the manner in whioch it was
received. He did not expect to see the storm
of indigoation which it evoked. He did not
expect to lend such an impetus to the friends
of impeachment, He thonght, in kis egotism,
that Congress would be alarmed at its tone,
aud hesitate to do what the people demandad.
His astonishment is that they did nothing of

the kind. The Republioan press of
the country was Dbitter in itz de-
nunciation, the conservative Republicans

joined with their more radical brethren in the
most lavish inveclive on its tone and contempt
for its threats. The Democracy were luke-
warm in its support, and 8o the President
deems it best to express astonishment at the
people understanding plain Saxon language,
and is surprised at their interpretation. He
declares his willingness and intention to exe-
cute the laws faithfully, and to the best of his
ability. We rather think that he does intend
to. He might as well attempt to “‘dam up the
waters of the Nile with bulrushes, ' as attempt
to stay the determination of the people.
['nless he goes along with the tide he will be
thrown aside, despite his highofice. Wa think
he will execute the laws, now that his *‘aston-
ishment' is cansed by the tone of the people.

“Alderman® William MeMullin,

Ix our late editions of Saturday we gave the
particulars of the riotous proceedings which
transpired on the evening of last Mon-
day and the morning of the following day, as
they were elicited at the preliminary hearing
before Recorder Eneu. By the testimony then
given, it appears that William MoMullin, an
Alderman of the Fourth Ward of this oity,
waa in the front ranks of the rioters, and took
a leading part in their performances. If this
were the first time that Alderman MoMullin
had been engaged in disreputable doings, it
might be overlooked. But for years past he
has been notorious as an evil-doer, and by his
systematic course has brought the whole
fraternity of Aldermen into disgrace. Hitherto
he has invariably succeeded in evading the
punishment which he has merited, and his
name has long been a terror as well as a
reproach to the city.

We are glad to know that he is at last likely
to receive his just deserts. Hecorder Eneun
has done his duty in holding him and his
accomplices to appear at Court and answer the
charge of riot and inciting to riot. It remains
to e seen whether the Prosecuting Attorney
and the Oriminal Court will be equally earnest
in their efforts to bring the guilty to punish-
ment. Let there be no hushing up of this
affair; but let Alderman MoMullin and all the
partivipants in the affair be promptly tried
and the full penalty of outraged law in-
flicted npon them. The good name of the city
is at stake, and the people of the city demand
that it shall no longer be imperillad by the
pranks of such a man,

fut the trial and punishment of Alderman
MoMullin by a conrt of justioe is not the only
thing that the good of the city demands, He
has been put into an office by the oath of
which he is made one of the conservators of
the peace. The honor of the city will not be
vindicated until he has been impeached by
Conneils and sommarily dismissed from the
official position which he has so long disgraced.
Let this, too, be done without delay.

Enforcing the Sunday Law,
Privaperrma was yesterday disgraced by an-
other disreputable stabbing affray, which oc-
surred about half-past 7 o’clock in the even
ing, in a drinking saloon at the southwast
corper of Second and Walnut streets, kept by
Dennis Cousidine. The dispute, which
culminated in the use of murderous wespons,
originated in the most disgraceful manner, a
man who had invited others to drink with him
refusing to pay for the liguor served at his
order. Happily the wonuds inflicted are not
considered dangerons; but if theyshould result
in death, the blood of thut man will rest upon
the police aunthorities of this city, through
whosie shameful peglect the law for the preven-
tion of the sale of liguors on the Sabbath is not
enforced, The provisions of this law are too
plain and clear to be misapprehended by those
who are charged with their euforcsment, and the
citizens of Philadelphia demand that the daty
imposed upon the police shall be performed

by them. There ig no opposition to the en-
forcement of the law on the part of the more

respectable liguor deslers, many of whom
have from the first complied Wity §t withont
any interference from the anthorities, It {8
their right and privilege that (e keepers of
low drinking dens shall be placed on the foot-

it is, moreover, the right of business men of
all classes, who are compelled by law to desist
from their ouslomary employments on the
Sabbath, that the llquor desler sball not be
permitted to carry on his traffio on the day of
reat.

The law has
not yet been repealed, and the orderly people
of the oity demuand that it shall be enforced.
